Ottawa, Ont.—In the Commons, on | 
the second reading of the grain act, | 
Hon. G. E. Foster recited the various 
steps which had led up to the intro- 
duction of this legislation. The Dill, 
he said, derives its importance from 
the subject from which it deals. It is 
based largely on the result of an in- 
vestigatidn commenced in 1906 by a 
commission named to report on the 
grain trade of Canada. That: com- 
mission traced the progress of wheat | 
from the time it was sold by the far- | 
mer until it reached its destination 
in Europe. ; 

The commission produced a report | 
which had not often been suftpassed 
for compactness and clearness, They 


» reported against a sample market and 


in favor of strict supervision over 
Eastern elevators ‘in order to insure 
the indentity of the wheat. They 
were against ownership in addition to 
these recommendations. They sug- 
gested a number of amendments to 
the grain act. 


In 1908, Hon. Mr. Foster said,

Dairy Industry to be Developed 

Regina, Sask.—Close observers 
State that the growth of the dairy and 
cattle industries in Southern Saskat- 
chewan has not ‘kept pace with in- 
dustrial development in other lines:

jes in this somewhat neglected field, 
It is noted, for instance, that at no 
time of the year is there a surplus of 
milk, cream or butter to be found in 
the Regina markets; while during the 
winter months there is often a mark- 
ed tendency to shortage. The Do- 
minion Dairy and Produce Co., Ltd. 
recently organized here, is regarded 
as the most feasible solution of pres- 
ent difficulties. The company has ac- 
quired 960 acres of land, and will pro- 
duce all its dairy products under the 
most sanitary conditions, being equip- 
ped with up-to-date pasteurizing and 
butter-making plants, designed to 
handle an adequate output at all sea- 
sons of the year.

| ALBERTA HAIL INSURANCE BILL, 
‘United Farmers Insist That It Shall be 


‘ed until 


Administered by Government 


Edmonton, Alta—The new Hail 
Insurance Bill, now being passed 
through the Legislature, was discussed 

y a deputation of the United Far- 
mers of Alberta with the Minister of 
Agriculture. The United Farmers in- 
sist that the hail insurance shall be 
governmentally administered. The 
bill in its present stage provides for 
private companies being. permitted to 
do the insuring for hail risks as they 
do for fire, accidents, or ‘any of the 
kinds of regular insurances. 

The United Farmers insist that 
compulsory hail insurance be enacted 
throughout the province. This they 
now admit is neither desirable nor 
proper nor feasible. 

The deputation, including Messrs 
Tregullis, president of the organiza- 
tion, Bevington, of Stony Plain, and 
Screason, of Strathmore. These rep- 
resentatives are understood to have 
suggested that they would be satisfied 
if the new bill provided for a hail 
insurance. which would be workable 
through the co-operative efforts of the 

overnment and municipalities. The 

unicipalities would levy the neces 
sary tax and revise the funds, which 
the government would administer, The 
municipalities would make the inspec- 
tions of damage done and would col- 
lect the annual premiums, but the to- 
tal funds would be invested and hand- 
led by the government. The United 
Farmers are said to want this. This 
means the scheme cannot go into ef- 
fect until next year, for the rural 
municipalities would not be establish- 
1913. The Insurance Bill, 
which has passed its reading, but 
which has not been presented to the 
Legislature in printed form, may be 
delayed now until changes have been 
made to make it in accord with the 
wishes of the United Farmers. They 
insist that private companies shall not 
take their hail risks. 


LINES GET TOO MUCH SCOPE 


Bill Respecting C. N, R. Branches Al- 
lowed to Stand Over 

Ottawa, Ont.—When the bill respect- 
ing Canadian Northern branch lines 
in the West came up for considera- 
tion in the railway committee, ex- 
ception was taken to the description 
of several routes described in the 
bill as the lines of an agreement 
reached with the Legislature of Al- 
berta. W. F, McLean and.J. G. Turiff 
said that the descriptions were of too 
general a character. One line, it was 
pointed out, was to run to a point on 
Peace River. This would mean that 
it could touch any point on the whole 
length of that waterway. 

Hon. Frank Cochrane, minister of 
railways, was di ed to agree with 
the contention v ‘tiie routes wore 
too loosely described. He’ said hdl 
is loosely described. He suggested 
hat the company take the matter up 
with the western government con- 
cerned. The bill was allowed to stand

During consideration of a bill to in- 
corporate the Pacific Trans-Canada 
railway, H. H. Stevens, member for 
Vancouver, moved that none but white 
labor be employed on the section of 
the line to be constructed in British 
Columbia. Chairman Lennox said that 
such a ruling could not be applied to 
one railway. A general rule would 
have to be made for all railway com- 
panies.

Sir D. Mann Predicts Far-Reaching 
‘Effect of Canal on Western Canada 
Vancouver, B. C.—In an interview 
here recently Sir Donald Mann said:

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON VI.—-FIRST QUARTER, FOF 
FEB. 11, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Luke fi, 40-52 
Memory Verses 46, 47—Golden Text. 
Luke ii, 49, R. V.~-Commentary Pre 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

After the visit of the wise men, 
bringing their treasures of gold and 
frinkincense and myrrh, Joseph was 
directed by the Lord’s angel to take 
the young child and his mother and 
flee into Egypt and abide there till 
he should bring them word. It has 
helped me much to notice and to re- 


member that before they weré sent 
to Egypt, the money was on hand to 
cover their need, and I do firmly be- 
lieve that the Lord provides for all 
that He wants done. The wise men 
presented their gifts to the child,. so 
it was the child’s money that took 
them all to Hgypt and took care of 
them, They need have no anxiety as 


to when to leave Egypt, for the angel 
said that he would bring them word, 
and he did (Matt. i, 13-28). We may 
be sure of guidance also if we have 
no will of our own and are wholly sub- 
mitted to God (Ps. xxxii, 8; Isa. xxx, 
21). Note in those ‘verses in Matthew 
the three Scriptures that were fulfill- 
ed, and let us not forgét that all things 
which have been written concerniny 
Him must be fulfilled. 

Our lesson today begins and ends 
with a statement concerning. the 
child’s growth both. physically anc 
in wisdom also. He was a partaker 
of real flesh and blood and grew in 
many respects as other children do, 
but we must always think of Him as 
being specially controlled by tie Holy 
Spirit, for what was true of John the 
Baptist must have been true of Him 
also (chapter i, 15). There were three 
annual feasts at Jerusalem, at which 
all males must appear (Ex. xxiii, 14- 
17), and the passover was the first, 
and this was His first: passover. It 
seems from I Sam, i, 7-9, that women 
went to these feasts also, and our les- 
son plainly teaches that Mary accom- 
panied Joseph. We may not be able 
to say whether at this time He fully 
understood his own identification with 
the feast according to I Cor. v, 7, 
“Christ our passover is sacrifced for 
us,” but my own conviction is that 
He always knew more than many are 
willing to believe. We cannot grasp 
the wondrous statement that all things 
were created by Him and for Him, 
that He created Adam and Eve,. pro 
vided the coats and skins for them 
after they had sinned, walked with 
Enoch, talked with Noah, dineg@ with 
Abraham, instructed Moses abott the 
passover and all else; but, though we 
cannot understand, we can believe, 
and through faith we understand. 
There are wonderful things about the 
pumber twelve and every other num- 

er which Win-yet be unfolded to us 
(verse 42). In this case it may have 
been just the age when a boy kept 
his first passover, but we will see 
more when we are known as we are 
known (I Cor. xiii, 12). 

The feast being over, the people 
started for their homes in every part 
of the land, and probably a great mul- 
titude were together for the first part 
of the journey northward. At the 
close of the first day each company 
would make sure that their number 
was complete before starting farther 
on their journey, and then it was that 
Joseph and Mary discovered that their 
precious boy was missing.. And we 
may imagine the eager but unavailing 
search among kinsfolk and acquaint- 
ances and the sorrowful hearts that 
probably could not sleep that night 
even if they sought to rest. It may %e 
that they started back to Jerusa'em 
immediately on ascertaining their 
loss and spent the night journeying. 
Only those who ever had a child stray 
away can think how they felt and 
talked. Then the three wearv davs ot 
searching for Him in the city and ine 
hopelessness and heartache at the 
close of each day—we cannot but won- 
der if they prayed to Him who is per- 
fect in knowledge, who knoweth even 
our own thoughts (Job xxxvi, 4; Ps. 
exxxix, 1-4}. If they knew Him as they 
might have known Him we think they 
would have sald, “Let us go right to 
the temple, for we will surely find 


Him there.” Did He not imply that 
when He said to them after they did 
find Him in the temple: “How is it 
that ye sought Me? Wist ye not that 


I must be about My Father's busi- 
ness?” (Verse 49). Revised, version 
and margin, “In My Father's house,” 
or “In the things of My Father.” He 
certainly knew who He was, and we 
are not surprised that the rabbis were 
astonished at His understanding and 
answers as He sat in their midst, list 
ening to them and asking them ques- 
tions. How He myst, even at that 
age, have opened to them the Scrip 
tures. We would like to know whose 
home was honored with His presence 
and who was privileged to care for 
Him those two or three days, but it 
is more important to lay to heart 
those first words of His as Son of 
Mary, the first recorded words, “I 
must be about My Father's business.” 
If we are not constantly in the things 
of cur Father we are on the side of 
the enemy, for it must be the world 
or the Father, and they are opposed 
the one to the other (I John fi, 15-17), 
Contrast the “supposition” of Joseph 
and Mary (verse 44) with the “most 
surely believed” and “certainty” of 
chapter i, 1, 4, and let us have done 
with all supposition and “know” and 
“he fully persuaded” (II Tim, i, 12), 
Though they understood not His say- 
ings, Mary kept them in her heart and 
pondered them (verges 10, 50, 5}).
